In dclining the topic: "Resolved 
that Socialized Medicine be In- 
troduced In Canada", Gerald Rubin,

advocated' whereby Canada could 
adopt' complete medical service 
available to all citizens at public 
expense, Howe yetehej itretsed that 
people were^^notrablillgated to this 
service," faùt'/coi^a^pïck their own 
private doctors at thair own ex- 
pense. 

Rubin asserted that today's sys- 
tem involved unfair variability of 
salaries. That this was . influential 
was proved by the facj^^lKtite 
cities, which hold only^J^j^Hhe 
population of Canada, .WnnielrVed 
hy 50% of all nurses ahd doctors, 
because of the^ ability of city peo- 
ple to pay higher prices than coun-

were -advocating' an incomplete 
systa^^ùoC;^ /ocialized , medicine, 
whèrebj^ihe medical profession 
would be split into two groups, 
one group working for the govern 
ment, the other for thennsclvcs. This 
he said, would be both-impractical 
and impossible. 

Yarosky pointed out that. Caha 
da could not afford to nationalize 
medicine, since the government has 
maximum expenses. However, he 
proposed a plan already success^ 
ful In the province of New Bruns 
wick, which would relieve the con- 
centration of doctora in the cities 
and bring them out to the country 
by suluidlzing coujitry doctors. 

Ed Blanshay, second speaker for 
the afflrmatice, stated that the most 
inoportant function of the govern- 
ment is to provide for sanitary 
conditions for > healthy people.>The 
best way to do this is to socialize 
medicine. In showing that Canada 
is. ready,- to adopt this system. 
Blanshay mentioned the success of 
sanitoriuros buil||||^^^. govern' 

Blan^ay showed the success of a 
system of socialized inedicine avail- 
able here at McGlll,- "where every 
student,' on' payment of a fee in- 
corporated in the general registra- 
tion fee, receives free medical ser- 
vice throughout the academic year, 
This statement incorrected. He also 
mentioned the greater choice of 
doctors available to all citizens, 
rich or poor, since ability to pay 
higher fees would be, unnecessary 
under socialized medl£ine. 

Joe Nuss, second speaker for the 
negative, #rgued that not only 
would the nationalization of inedi- 
cine be impractical, lwt|«l»OLim- 
posjible. Under the BrltKïrNorth 
American Act such a move by the 
Bovernment must be agreed upon 
by the provinces. According to 
an extensive survey, only three 
provinces — Manitoba, Saskatche 
wan and Alberta — approved, al 
though tlie other provinces suggest 
ed subsidy where necessary, 

Nuss pointed out the failure of 
socialized medicine in England, 
where a; doctor now receives an 
average of |2.40 per patient per 
year and a barber $2.50. He further 
argued that under socialized medi- 
cine doctors become ^[^^^1^ 
the government, and consequently 
there would always be the threat 
of potential strikes.

The last census (1951) reveals that the 
French-Canadian group is the largest ethnic 
. . group in Canada with four millions and a half 
inhabitants. Among those, nearly a million live 
^S^oulalde ihè. Province of Quebec. They live In the 
provinces where.there is an English-Canadian 
majority. They have with: them millions of con- ' 
tacts each day. They know how to spcak.English 
and they enjoy life with their Engiish-Canadlan 
brothers. Take the case ot Ottawa, Cornwall. 
Windsorand St Boniface. They do not fear "les 
Aniffî^fi^hy should one fear his brothers? 
' These Canadians of French language arc work^ 
ing hand in hand with the other Canadians to 
build a Kreater àn|^jbmù«^Çanada. They think 
as the late Primë'Mmlaîet*orCanada, Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier, said in 1897: "I like la France which 
gave me the life; I like the United Kingdom 
which gave me Freedom; but the first place in 
my heart .Is for my country, my native land,

Mr. Sheppard do "hot content yourself with 
reading two books (Groulx and Rumilly) and 
after to give in public a false statement about 
the complex feelings of French-Canadians. And 
furthermore, two persons do not represent the* 
whole group. You found Groulx and Humllly. 
We found Bourassa, Sir Wilfrid Laurier, Ernest 
Lapointe, Louis St Laurent, . . , ' 

French Canadians, do not mistrust "les Ang- . 
lals". Take the example of Montreal Itself. In 
the Metropolis of Canada, 66% of the total pop- 
ulation is French-Canadian speaking people.

, see fit that an intruder misinterprets our feel- 
ings. French-Canadians are open-minded to the 
reality. To build a stronger and greater Canada, 
to-understaiid better their brothers, they 'learn 
the English language'. 

Mr. Sheppard, in your second statement you 
aro still off the track. As you put it: "The leader 
of the Union Nationale enjoys the total support 
of the Catholic clergy, which, begins to feel the 
first, grumblings of anti-clericalism In 'the prov- 

■ - Ince," 

You do not seem to realize the function and 
the social role of the Church in this province. 
You give this .statement withdUt any proof. You 
are certainly blind to the facts. 

The Catholic clergy !s neither In favor of the 
Union Nationale party, nor any other party. The 
Catholic clergy has no role and no direct Inter- 
vention whatsoever in politics. It does not stand 
behind Mr. Duplessis. It has the divine mission of 
liglitèning the Catholics in the road of the only 
true happiness and to help them to satisfy this 
end. The Catholic clergy ù not the master of the 
' provincial government. And Mr. Duplessis cer- 
tainly does not enjoy its "total support". After 
ail It is a known fact that Mr. Duplessis will act 
according to Church's advices only when those 
same advices, it not listened to, might take away 
from Mr. Duplessis a lot ot voters that would 
rather listen to their clergy.

"I 
have. been annong thé matriculation 
examiners and in my opinion no 
student with a mark even between 
filty and sixty In English is fit for 
university." A colleague of mine 
having marked some Jiundreds of 
test papers from a . ri-effiSSanf class; 
said: "I think only jio%?of *^^^ 
people have any place in à univer 
sity." Another comment 'was very 
succinct; "They seem all Mortimer 
Snerds." 

DEVIL'S ADVOCATE 
Now, I" have been reporting an 
indictment nthër than accepting it 
In times past I have tended to be 
devil's advocate for the freshmen, 
Two years ago when I was doing 
some Xirst year work I gave, as 
first getting^aeoualnted assignment, 
the toptofi^^^Sdventures Among 
the Englisli Texts. The essaya 
which came In delighted mié; Some 
of them were exceedingly well 
written. Among the others, which 
uchlbited errors In apelllnr, faulty 
sentanee structure or none, and 
most of . the possibie mlstakea in 
tho mechanics of writing., there 
were, nevertheless, qualities of 
verve. Imagination, humour an In 
sight, as well as fascinating inge 
nutty in achlevlng an essay based 
on the minimum of contact with the 
texts. I really liked that freshman 
class. But,, on . the whole, It must 
be admitted Its m'embera bad been 
badly trained In elementary fund 
amentals or had failed to profit by 
good training offered them. Some 
thing vyas tvrong. 

SYSTEM BROKEN; DOWN? 

the -countiy seentf^o bad that 
universities are asking: has the 
system of training livthejeltment 
ary and /seçbndàry^^S^^reslly 
broken down? Are we -now begin 
nine to reap the results of some 
10 , years of accumulated misad 
vehture in the schools?

teachers until the teachers cease 
to discount themselves. It will pay 
them less than it pays its garbage 
collectors and its Janitors (honor- 
able, responsible callings also) Just 
so long as ^hé.^teachers continue 
to "prefer it'ttlPway. AJ present 
the teaching profession in Canada 
is a depressed profession. (If you 
teachers are angry when I talk this 
way, I say, don|t sputter; what are 
you going to do aboufr.it?) . .

In an Ideal society the teacher 
would have prestige no matter 
what his pay relative to advertis- 
ing , men and bond salesmen and

^ twins can be totally different In ap 
ranee, blood type, finger prints

Dr. Metrakos, by studying cases

f hereditary factors cause similarities 
In disease in IdenttealArijfiMtto'^ia 
larger extent than'^'SrHn^ffttmîâl 
twins. This was shown by observa- 
tion of twins with paierie stenosis,

whldi makes It almost impossible 
for a child to take food, that where 
the affected twin was an identical 
there was a 70 per cent chance of 
the other one also having palorlc 
stenosis. Whlle with fraternal twins 
there was only a 3 per cent chance, 

Aside from the studies of heredi- 
tary factors of disease, the Medical 
Genetics Depaartment is also study- 
ing hereditary factors in . twins. 
There^ is/,a! tendancey, for fraternal 
twins tolun^ln families and once 
a mother has had fraternal twins 
there is a 15:1 chance of having 
twins again, while ordinarily ; thé 
chances are 00:1. 

Dr. Fraser also does counselling 
work. He discusses with parents of 
deforme'd children the chance of 
future ciilldren being deformed and 
whetheir the rause is hereditary or

Our Private Schools Reviewed, 
Their Importance Significant 



"I went to a Private School 
I'm better than you." 

How many times have you 
heard anyone say that? Prob- 
ably never. But you have heard 
lots ot 'people say that they 
heard some one else speak in 
such a manner. Well don't be- 
lieve them look at the facts and 
come to your own conclusions. 

The" first thing that strikes 
us when reviewing our private 
schools is' that almost every 
student enrolled therein is 
happy. This Is rather telling 
when examined closely. In the 
average boarding school in 
Canada or the United States, 
there are from one hundred to 
four hundred students. This 
mass of humanity, from many 
walks of lite, and often com- 
ing from widely separated 
areas ot the world, arc forced 
to play together, to work to- 
gether, to eat together, and to 
live together. To do this, they 
have bad to learn to cooperate 
among themselves, not only for ' 
eight^hours a day in the class 
room, but for every waking 
moment They have learned one 
ot the fundamental lessons of 
successful living. 

Those who oppose this type 
of instltuilon often bring forth 
the ^argument that it is un- 
democratic, as only those with- 
in the higher Income brackets 
are financially able to enroll. 
This unfortunately is true to a 
certain extent However, the 
board ot governors. Headmas- 
ters, and old . boys ot these 
schools are well aware of this 
situation. To remedy it the.y 
Have instituted and are strong- 
ly supporting bursary funds 
which have akeady done . a 
great deal for the less well oft 
student and.'in the future will 
do a great deal more. 

ACCUSATIONS 
The further accusation which 
opponents ot the private school 
often bring forth, that the en- 
forced limitation of enrolhnent 
to children from upper class 
familcs will cause snobbish- 
ness. Is quite unfounded..^ At. 
such a school, every student 
has full use ot the same facili- 
ties. Often the' amount of poc- 
ket money allotted to each is 
limited. Thus petty strifes and 
jealousies over economic in- 
equality are eliminated within 
the institution itself. Finan- 
cially speaking, the rich child is 
on an equal plane with the 
poor one, although the latter 
may have almost all his tui- 
.tlon paid' through' bursarleis. 

Religious training is another 
factor which the private school 
stresses. A great many of: these 
institutions are Church ^hools.

As such, there are usually com- 
pulsory chapel services several 
times a week. After a year or 
so of this, it Is Inevitable that 
the thinking person should be- ' 
gin to wonder what this religion 
is all about He 'would doubt 
and perhaps reject it al|ogether, 
or he might rebuild,v^t»on«a . 
firm foundation of IntelleeUnil'. 
.analyses rather than emotional 
appeal. TlUs is far more admir- 
able than the Individual who 
blindly accepts a doctrine be* 
cause he has been told to do 
so all his life. The inquiring 
mind, in this as In every other 
phase ot life. Is Imperative. ' 
■ Religious tolerance Is brought 
about by a simple expedient 
Since most of the schools are 
affiliated with one church or 
another, the* studcnU usuaUy 
have the same religious back- 
ground. They do not come Into 
contact with members of other 
churches, and thhreforc have 
no feelings against th.em .When 
they do meet the religious pre- 
judices of society on leaving tho^ 
school, they are generally ma- 
ture enough to see the folly of 
them, and so remain free ot 
unwarranted dispute. 

MERITS 

There are several other mer- 
itoùs points ottered by the pri- 
vate , school. ' Small classes give 
rise to more Individual atten- 
tion. Many facilities, and com^ 
pulsory games, in addition to 
physical education, give am all 
a r 0 u n d> athletic background 
which the purdj^udemlc stu-^ 
dent might !otherwlse^a|ss en-' 
tlrely. A full daUy 'program 
helps to show the pupil that 
work brings pleasure and lazi- 
ness boredom. Ample oppor- 
tunities are offered for de- 
veloping leadership, and above 
all the student learns to live 
with rfls fellow men. 

As with every other Insti- 
tute ot pedagogy, the private 
school can do no more than 
guide its pupils. It is inevitable 
that some of the graduates will 
be stupid, intolerant and ill- 
mannered. But these are in the 



Regents Decide, 
Members Return

Professor Jaiines R. Mallory, As- 
sociate Professor of Political 
Science at McGill University, spojce 
on "Freedom and PatrloUsm"''at 
Hlllel House yesterday. This Is an- 
other ^n the current Tuesday lunch- 
eon-hour '•Meet-the-Faculty" Series 
on the jgcneral topic of ttie (Problem 
ot Freedom ani Loyalty in Our 
World Today. 

Tracing the concept of liberty 
in Western thought. Professor Mal- 
lory pointed , out that it has its 
roots in two traditions. 

The first stems from the idea of 
liberty found in. Locke's works and 
in the English traditions. It stress 
es the importance of individual lib- 
erty and ascertains everyone the 
right to act according to -the die 
tales ot Individual conscience. 

The second concept is the group 
idea formulated by Rqusseau, Hegel 
and 'others. In t|^ concept, the 
group has the right to determine 
what : it .wants. When national 
minorities exist in -a^ra|mtry,.there 
must exist, as' thé'^basi?%orm,'^'a 
common group consciousness in 
which there cannot be toleration of 
differences form this norm. Moral 
freedom is closely associated (with 
this «odal outlook and' mbrallty 
becomes function of this group 
and its norm. 

Professor Mallory concluded by 
stating that "it is in the interest 
of the. free society to tolerate the 
questioning ' mind; any kind of 
dissent might very well' express 
something which ought to be 
heard." He continued by saying 
that the important thing to keep
